ORANJESTAD - While many projects in 
our region are being postponed, cancelled 
or abandoned, Aruba welcomes the Ritz 
Carlton Aruba Resort, which requires an 
investment of 360.000.000 Florins.

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Obama unveils $75 billion mortgage relief plan

MESA, Ariz. - Seeking to 
tackle “a crisis unlike any 
we’ve ever known,” President 
Barack Obama unveiled an 
ambitious $75 billion plan 
Wednesday to keep as many 
as 9 million Americans 
from losing their homes to 
foreclosure. Announcing the 
plan in Arizona — a state 
especially hard hit by the 
housing crunch — Obama 
said that turning around the 
battered economy requires 
stemming the continuing tide 
of foreclosures. The housing 
crisis that began last year set 
many other factors in motion 
and helped lead to the current, 
widening recession. 

“In the end, all of us are paying 
a price for this home mortgage 
crisis,” Obama said at a high 
school outside Phoenix. “And 
all of us will pay an even 
steeper price if we allow this 
crisis to deepen.” 

But while talking in broad 
strokes about the importance 
of the issue to the economy 
as a whole, the president took 
care not to miss the pain that 
the housing problems are 
causing in individual families 
“The American Dream is being 
tested by a home mortgage 
crisis that not only threatens 
the stability of our economy 
but also the stability of 
families and neighborhoods,” 
he said. “While this crisis is 
vast, it begins just one house 
and one family at a time.” 
More expensive than expected, 
Obama’s plan aims to keep 
between 7 million and 9 million 
people from foreclosure. Of 
the nearly 52 million U.S. 
homeowners with a mortgage, 
about 13.8 million, or nearly 
27 percent, owe more on their 
mortgage than their house 
is now worth, according to 
Moody’s Economy.com. 
Headlining Obama’s plan is 
a $75 billion Homeowner 
Stability Initiative, which 


would provide a set of 
incentives to mortgage lenders 
in an effort to convince 
them to help up to 4 million 
borrowers on the verge of 
foreclosure. The goal: cut 
monthly mortgage payments 
to sustainable levels, defined 
as no more than 31 percent 
of a homeowners income. 
Funding would come from the 
$700 billion financial industry 
bailout passed by Congress 
last fall. 

Another key component 
would specifically help those 
said to be “under water” — 
with dwellings whose market 
value have sunk below the 
principal still owed on the 
mortgages. Such mortgages 
have traditionally been almost 
impossible to refinance. But 
the White House said its 
program will help 4 million 
to 5 million families do just 
that — if their mortgages 
are owned or guaranteed by 
Fannie Mae or Freddie Mac. 
Housing Secretary Shaun 
Donovan stressed that 
homeowners don’t need to 
be delinquent in order to get 
help. 

“This is necessary policy. 
It’s smart economics. And 
it’s just and fair,” Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
told reporters. 

Asked why the cost had 
jumped to $75 billion from 
initial talk of a $50 billion 
effort, Geithner said, “We 
think that’s necessary to make 
a program like this work.” 

And he said relief would be 
almost instantaneous, basically 
as soon as rules are published 
March 4. “You’ll start to see 
the effects quite quickly”, 
Geithner said. 

Sheila Bair, chairman of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, said previous 
efforts had largely flopped. 
“We’ve not attacked the 
problem at the core,” she told 
reporters. “We are woefully 
behind the curve.” 

The biggest players in the 


mortgage industry already had 
halted foreclosures pending 
Obama’s announcement. 

“The plan I’m announcing 
focuses on rescuing families 
who have played by the rules 
and acted responsibly,” Obama 
said. “It will not rescue the 
unscrupulous or irresponsible 
by throwing good taxpayer 
money after bad loans.” 

He issued a warning as well: 
“All of us must learn to live 
within our means again.” 

He said the plan will not help 
those who took risky bets by 
buying homes to sell them, 
not live in them, or dishonest 
lenders who distorted facts for 
naive buyers, or buyers who 
signed on for loans they knew 
they could not afford. 

“This plan will not save every 
home,” Obama said. 

In tandem with the foreclosure 
plan, the Treasury Department 
announced it would double 
the size of its lifeline to Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac, seeking 
to bolster confidence in the 
mortgage giants effectively 
taken over by the government 
last fall. The government 
said it would absorb up to 
$200 billion in losses at each 
company, by using money 
Congress set aside last year, 
and will continue purchasing 
mortgage-backed securities 
from them. 

The Treasury said the 
increased support for Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac didn’t 
reflect projected losses at 
the two companies. The two 
companies are currently 
projected to need a combined 
government subsidy of about 
$66 billion, well short of the 
new promise of up to $400 
billion. 

Asked about the doubling 
of the guarantees for Fannie 
and Freddie, Geithner said: 
“This is not a judgment about 
the expected losses ahead. It 
underscores commitment, and 
that is very important to help 
keep mortgage rates low.” 
Geithner said most not all of

the money would come the 
financial bailout fund. 

The president’s announcement 
came a day after he signed into 
law a $787 billion economic 
stimulus plan he hopes will 
spark an economic turnaround 
and create or save 3.5 million 
jobs. 

At the same time, the 


administration was grappling 
with the darkening prospects 
for the U.S. auto industry. 
Even as Detroit carmakers 
submitted restructuring plans 
to qualify for continued 
government loans, General 
Motors Corp. and Chrysler 
LLC asked for another $14 
billion in bailout cash. □

Stocks end little changed 
on worries about economy

NEW YORK - Investors took 
scant comfort Wednesday 
from the government’s plans 
to revive the housing market 
and overall economy. 

Wall Street ended with only 
modest changes after a steep 
sell-off Tuesday on worries 
about the global economy 
and banks in Eastern Europe. 
Several moderate rallies 
unraveled Wednesday as 
market indicators hovered 
around the lows they marked 
in November. 

Investors reacted coolly to a 
$75 billion mortgage relief 
plan President Barack Obama 
introduced on Wednesday, 
which would provide 
incentives to mortgage lenders 
to help borrowers reduce their 
payments. 

Plunging home values are at 
the center of the 14-month-old 
recession, which has been one 
of the most severe in decades. 
The announcement came a 
day after Obama signed into 
law a $787 billion economic 
stimulus plan. 

“First of all, we have to 
address the housing market 
and the more plans that are 
needed and the more plans 
that are announced — this is 
all part of the process,” said 
Steven Goldman, chief market 
strategist, Weeden & Co., in 
Greenwich, Conn. He said it 
will take time for investors 
to determine whether the 
plans are working and that the 
lingering unknowns will lead 
to more volatility in the stock 
market. 

According to prelminary 
calculations, the Dow Jones 
industrial average edged 
up 3.03, or 0.04 percent, to 
7,555.63. For a second day, the 
blue chips managed to finish 
just above their November 
closing low. 

Broader stock indicators 
slipped. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 0.75, or 
0.10 percent, to 788.42, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 2.69, or 0.18 percent, to 
1,467.97. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 5.72, 
or 1.33 percent, to 423.18. 


Declining issues outnumbered 
advancers by about 5 to 2 on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
Trading volume came to a light 
1.43 billion shares compared 
with 1.61 billion shares traded 
Tuesday. 

Investors’ caution Wednesday 
follows another round of 
downbeat news about the 
economy. The government 
said construction of homes and 
apartments tumbled by 16.8 
percent in January to a record 
low annual rate. Applications 
for building permits also 
dropped to a record low. 

The government also said 
production at the nation’s 
factories, mines and utilities 
fell a greater-than-expected 1.8 
percent last month. It marked 
the third straight month in 
which production fell. 

The Federal Reserve slashed 
its projections for the country’s 
economic performance this 
year, predicting the economy 
will shrink this year. In its 
previous forecast, the Fed 
still held out the possibility of 
growth in 2009. 

Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke 
reiterated Wednesday that he 
would do everything he could 
do to loosen the recession’s 
grip on the economy. 

But some investors remain 
skeptical of the government’s 
ability to lift the economy. 
“There’s a huge lack of 
confidence in that stimulus 
package,” said David Hefty, 
chief executive of Cornerstone 
Wealth Management in 
Auburn, Ind. 

The Dow finished inches 
above its November low on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
On Tuesday, the blue chips 
tumbled 298 points, or 3.79 
percent, to 7,552.60 —just 31- 
hundredths of a point above 
its Nov. 20 close of 7,552.29, 
which was its lowest finish 
since March 12, 2003. 

The Dow and S&P remain 
above their Nov. 21 
trading lows, an important 
psychological barrier for 
traders. For the Dow, 7,449.38 
was the November trading low; 
for the S&P it was 741.02. 

Jim Herrick, director of equity 
trading at Baird & Co. in 
Milwaukee, said the market 


will continue to fluctuate 
until investors get a sense 
of whether the economic 
stimulus and housing plans 
are working. 

“We’re going to have a lot 
of gyrations. There’s a good 
chance that we’ll retest the 
lows,” he said. Bond prices fell 
after jumping amid the slide 
in stocks Tuesday. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note, which moves 
opposite its price, rose to 2.76 
percent from 2.65 percent late 
Tuesday. The yield on the 
three-month T-bill, considered 
one of the safest investments, 
rose to 0.31 percent from 0.29 
percent late Tuesday.

TORONTO - The Canadian 
subsidiaries of General Motors 
Corp. and Chrysler EEC are 
expected to request more 
aid when they release their 
restructuring plans later this 
week, Ontario’s provincial 
premier said Wednesday. 

“We know that there are going 
to be more asks involved. We 
know that we’re going to have 
to do more to help support the 
sector,” said Dalton McGuinty 
during a press conference. 

The premier of Ontario, the 
country’s heartland of the auto 
industry, was referring to the 
Canadian automakers’ viability 
plans that will be submitted to the 
federal and provincial Ontario 
government Friday so they 
can tap into government loans. 
The Canadian automakers’ 
strategy plans are expected 
just days after their struggling 
parent companies asked the 
U.S. government for nearly 
$22 billion more in federal aid. 
GM and Chrysler have so far 
received $17.4 billion in loans 
from the U.S. Treasury. The 
additional aid request brings 
the price tag for saving GM and 
Chrysler to a hefty $39 billion. 
GM also announced plans to 
cut 47,000 jobs and close five 
more U.S. plants as part of its 
restructuring strategy outlining 
how the automakers intend to 
again become viable and repay 
government loans. 

A total of 26,000 of the GM 
cuts will come from outside the

U.S. It is not yet clear what the 
impact will be in Canada, where 
GM employs about 19,000 
people. The cuts are expected to 
be made by the end of2009. GM 
Canada did not immediately 
respond to calls for comment 
Wednesday. 

Chrysler said it will cut 3,000 
more jobs and stop producing 
three vehicle models. 

“At first blush, in the grand 
scheme of things, it seems like 
good news,” McGuinty said 
of the U.S. automakers’ plans, 
referring specifically to word 
from Chrysler Chairman and 
CEO Bob Nardelli that the job 
cuts will not fall north of the 
U.S. border. 

However, McGuinty called on 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
to impress upon President 
Barack Obama during their 
meeting in Canada’s capital on 
Thursday that the operations of 
the Detroit Three auto makers 
are fully integrated in North 
America. 

“Our fates are truly intertwined 
when it comes to the future of 
the sector. The only pitch I am 
making to U.S. decision makers 
is, ‘we are part of the solution. 
We want to find a way to help 
you,”’ said McGuinty. 

Being part of the solution will 
likely involve Canada offering 
up 20 percent of the additional 
$ 19-billion General Motors and 
Chrysler are seeking to stay 
afloat. In December, Canada’s 
Conservative government and 
Ontario provincial government 
offered GM and Chrysler’s 
Canadian subsidiaries CA$4

“We know that Chrysler, Ford 
and General Motors are going 
to be smaller companies and we 
know that based on the global 
financial crisis and based on 
what the government is going to 
put on their terms and conditions, 
the CAW is going to have to 
make some compromises,” said 
Ken Lewenza. 

The Canadian Auto Workers 
union already agreed to a three- 
year wage freeze in 2008, saving 
the industry about CA$900 
million ($714 million) in wage 
costs, on top of agreeing to 
13,000 jobs cuts in 2008. 
Lewenza said CAW will now 
begin restructuring talks with 
the Canadian units of the 
Detroit Three automakers in the

Never mind the housing bubble, the bank 
meltdown, or the bailout scandals - I am talking 
about the failure of federal government to 
honestly account either for its own actions or for 
America’s most important programs: Medicare, 
Social Security, and Medicaid. 

George W. Bush took office after three years of 
budget surpluses under President Bill Clinton. 
Eight years later, Obama walked into the Oval 
Office to find - gift-wrapped with a bow, as he 
recently joked - almost $11 trillion in Treasury 
debt, and deficits of more than $1 trillion a year 
for the foreseeable future. That’s a $30,000 burden 
on every man, woman, and child in America, on 
top of the taxes they are already paying. Under 
better management, that number could have been 
zero. 

If this weren’t bad enough, President Bush’s 
financial legacy is marred by other fundamental 
problems. Bush’s team borrowed more than $1 
trillion from the Social Security “trust fund” and 
seemed to spend it on everything except Social 
Security. Like Blanche DuBois in Tennessee 
Williams’s “Streetcar Named Desire,” Social 
Security now depends on the kindness of strangers 
- namely, future taxpayers and foreign lenders. 
Worse, the Bush administration refused to tell 
the public about the extraordinary underfunding 
or overpromising of our major entitlement 
programs. According to an audited Treasury 
report, Medicare is $34 trillion in the hole and 
Social Security is another $13 trillion. We don’t 
even know how to measure Medicaid’s problems, 
but some estimates put the shortfall around $30 
trillion. To put this in perspective, the entire fiscal 
gap for America is at least four times as great as 
our total annual gross domestic product. 

The US Treasury’s Financial Report of the US 
Government is the key document for understanding 
these problems because it is the only place where 
Uncle Sam uses real accounting and audited 
numbers, just as every major company, charity, 
or state or local government is required to do by 
law. It is released every Dec. 15, and is available 
on the Treasury website. Until now, you have 
probably never heard of the Financial Report. 

To its credit, the Obama White House has added a 
link to the Financial Report on its website, a step 
the Bush administration never took. The report 
will tell you that the per capita share of America’s 
total obligations, including entitlements, is more 


than $184,000 each. The typical American 
family’s share is roughly half a million dollars. 
The truth hurts. But the real news is that the 2008 
fiscal gap was more than $3 trillion and worsening 
fast due to our entitlement problems. Hardly any 
reporter covered this story. And this was before 
the cost of economic recovery or shoring up our 
financial system. Including these costs, the 2009 
fiscal gap could approach $5 trillion. 

Whether due to tradition, inertia, or ignorance, 
Uncle Sam refuses to weigh himself on an honest 
scale. It’s a decision with serious consequences. 
Two leading credit rating agencies on Wall Street, 
Standard & Poor’s and Moody’s, projected 
- while Bush was still president - that the US 
Treasury bond could lose its AAA rating as soon 
as 2012. If we allow this projection to come true, 
the US will have plummeted from the prospect of 
being debt-free to destroying its credit rating in 
only eight years. 

Standard & Poor’s was unusually specific in its 
projection. It said that the US could have the 
same credit rating as Estonia or Greece by 2015, 
Poland or Mexico by 2020, and Panama by 2025. 
Panama’s debt is below investment grade; it’s 
junk. How can the greatest nation in the world 
be reduced to such comparisons? The answer is 
eight years of financial mismanagement. 

The first rule of holes is to stop digging. President 
Bush not only failed to stop digging, he used a 
power shovel. The giant task of the Obama 
administration will be to build a tall enough 
ladder to help us climb out. This is a job that will 
take many years - perhaps decades. 

The construction project starts Feb. 23, when 
Obama is expected to host a fiscal responsibility 
summit at the White House. His first challenge will 
be to explain the massive scope of the problem; 
next, he will have to convince Americans that he 
wants to preserve and strengthen the social safety 
net, not weaken it, as naysayers claim. Finally, 
Republicans and Democrats will have to agree to 
share some sacrifice. Nothing is off-limits: taxes 
and spending must both be on the table. 

I have proposed forming a bipartisan fiscal reform 
commission that would hold public meetings 
around the country and then propose a framework 
for tax and entitlement reform. The chief virtue 
of the commission approach is that it starts the 
clock: If Congress, or the White House, has 
another solution, it will be considered alongside 
the commission’s proposal. 

What matters is that we solve these problems, 
which grow worse every day. All good-faith ideas 
must be welcomed. □

New Jersey, Virginia Dems 
Staring History In The Face

New polling suggests that New Jersey Gov. Jon Corzine faces 
a difficult challenge for re-election this year. A Monmouth 
University poll released last week shows that just 34% of 
Garden State voters approve of the job Corzine is doing, 
compared to 51% who disapprove. Another recent survey 
shows that Republican Chris Christie, who as the state’s hard- 
charging U.S. attorney has pursued a number of high-profile 
corruption cases, is leading the Democrat 44% to 38%. 

In Virginia, the only other state holding a gubernatorial 
election this year, Democrats face an uphill battle against 
former state Attorney General Bob McDonnell. A Rasmussen 
survey conducted on Feb. 4 had McDonnell leading each of 
his three potential rivals, state Sen. Creigh Deeds, former 
state Delegate Brian Moran and former DNC Chairman Terry 
McAuliffe. None is as well known statewide as McDonnell, 
who will watch from the sidelines until the Democratic 
primary on June 9. 

Circumstances in both states could certainly change by 
November. But more than the strength of Republican 
candidates, there’s a unique historical pattern that should 
have Democrats concerned. Since 1989, the party that has 
controlled the White House has lost gubernatorial elections 
in each state. 

That year, George H.W. Bush’s first as president, New 
Jersey’s Jim Florio and Virginia’s Doug Wilder won their 
respective races. Republicans took back the offices in the 
two following elections, as Democrat Bill Clinton served in 
the White House. But the pendulum swung again in 2001 
and 2005, when George W. Bush served as president. 
Strategists in both national parties typically pay additional 
attention to these contests every four years. With only a 
handful of elections scheduled in the “off-year,” these two 
key gubernatorial contests are often spun as a measure of the 
parties’ strength heading into midterm election years. 
Control of the state offices is considered an even greater 
priority in the coming years because of the role governors 
will play in shaping redistricting decisions after the 2010 
census.□

- Matilda Ledger, the three- 
year-old daughter of the late 
Heath Ledger, will be the 
eventual owner of the Oscar 
statuette if the Australian actor 
is named best supporting actor 
on Sunday. 

The Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences said 
on Wednesday it has decided 
that if Ledger wins a rare 
posthumous Oscar for his 
performance as the villainous 
Joker in “The Dark Knight,” 
Matilda would receive the 
Oscar after she turns 18 years 
old. 

Ledger, 28, who died last 
year of a prescription drug 
overdose, is widely expected 
to win the best supporting 
actor Oscar at the February 


22 Academy Awards in 
Hollywood after picking up 
virtually every other award in 
that category this season. 

He would be only the second 
actor to receive an Oscar 
after death, following Peter 
Finch who won in 1976 for 
“Network.” 

“We have had Oscars awarded 
to a minor directly and Oscars 
awarded posthumously but 
generally there has been a 
spouse or an oldest child of 
legal age” to accept them, 
said Bruce Davis, executive 
director of the Academy. “I 
don’t think we have ever had 
a situation like this.” 

Ledger’s engagement to 
actress Michelle Williams, 
Matilda’s mother, ended 
before his death and he was not 


previously married. Matilda is 
too young to sign the winner’s 
agreement, required of all 
nominees, which says the 
recipient will not sell his or 
her Oscar before offering it 
back to the Academy for $1. 
Davis said that after 
discussions, Williams agreed 
she would hold any Oscar 
in trust for Matilda until her 
daughter turns 18. Matilda 
could then choose to keep 
the statuette or return it to the 
Academy. 

“It was a new circumstance 
for us and we had to figure out 
what was fair and what would 
work,” Davis said. 

The Academy declined on 
Wednesday to say who would 
accept the Oscar at the podium 
on Ledger’s behalf if he were 


to win. 

At the Golden Globe awards, 
“Dark Knight” director 
Christopher Nolan accepted 
the trophy for Ledger and 
at the Screen Actors Guild 
honors, “Dark Knight” co-star 
Gary Oldman took the stage to

Usher’s wife checks out of Brazil hospital

SAO PAULO, Brazil - The wife of R&B singer Usher was 
released from a Sao Paulo hospital after spending 11 days 
recovering from a cardiac arrest she suffered shortly before 
undergoing plastic surgery. 

A spokeswoman for the Sirio-Libanes Hospital said Wednesday 
that Tameka Raymond left the facility Monday night but 
declined to provide any details on Raymond’s treatment at the 
family’s request. 

The spokewoman spoke on condition of anonymity per hospital 
policy. 

Representatives for Usher had no immediate comment. 

Ellen Dastry, a spokeswoman for the doctor who was to perform 
the plastic surgery, said last week that Raymond suffered 
a cardiac arrest while being anesthetized ahead of a “simple 
liposuction” at Sao Paulo’s Sao Rafael Hospital. 

Raymond was revived in less than a minute with heart massage, 
and was placed in an induced coma before being taken to 
the intensive-care unit, said Dastry, spokeswoman for plastic 
surgeon Silvio Sterman. 

She was then transferred to the posh and better-equipped Sirio- 
Libanes Hospital to recover. 

Usher was supposed to perform at music mogul Clive Davis’ 
pre-Grammy party, but backed out to come to Brazil to be with 
his wife. □ 


Benjamin Button’: Big Oscar loser in the making?

LOS ANGELES - The 
producers of “The Curious 
Case of Benjamin Button” 
toiled for 18 years on their 
strange romantic epic, so 
simply bringing it to the 
screen — let alone grabbing a 
leading 13 Academy Awards 
nominations — was a victory. 
Winning any of those Oscars 
come Sunday night is another 
challenge. “Benjamin Button” 
is in a curious awards position, 
tied with eight past films for 
second-most nominations 
ever. Yet there’s a slim chance 
it could go home empty- 
handed, setting a record for 
Oscar futility by a single film. 
Of the 10 past films with 13 
or more nominations, all 
won at least four Oscars. If 
“Benjamin Button” wound 
up being shut out, it would 
become the biggest loser ever, 
surpassing the zero-for-11 
record by 1977’s “The Turning 
Point” and 1985’s “The Color 
Purple.” In 2002, “Gangs of 
New York” went zero-for-10. 
“Benjamin Button” has been 
an omnipresent nominee at 
earlier Hollywood honors, but 
it has not won major prizes 
other than three technical 
trophies at last week’s British 
Academy Film Awards. 

It was shut out at the Golden 
Globes and Screen Actors 
Guild Awards, while the 
directors, producers and writer s 
guilds all passed it over for 
“Slumdog Millionaire,” which 


has 10 Oscar nominations and 
is expected to dominate the 
evening. 

“Slumdog Millionaire” also 
defeated “Benjamin Button” 
for top honors from trade 
groups for cinematography and 
film editing, two of the seven 
total categories where both 
are competing at the Oscars. 
The historical pageant “The 
Duchess” beat “Benjamin 
Button” at the Costume 
Designers Guild Awards. 
“Benjamin Button” is 
considered a longshot in its top 
four categories: best picture, 
director (David Fincher), actor 
(Brad Pitt) and supporting 
actress (Taraji P. Henson). 
“Slumdog Millionaire” is the 
heavy favorite to win best 
picture and director for Danny 
Boyle. Oddsmakers place 
Sean Penn (“Milk”), Mickey 
Rourke (“The Wrestler”) 


and Frank Langella (“Frost/ 
Nixon”) ahead of Pitt and 
Penelope Cruz (“Vicky 
Cristina Barcelona”) and 
Viola Davis (“Doubt”) ahead 
of Henson. 

Even if it wins some of its 
other categories, losing out 
on best picture would put 
“Benjamin Button” producer 
Kathleen Kennedy in the 
Oscar record books. It would 
be Kennedy’s sixth loss, tying 
her with Stanley Kramer for 
most best-picture nominations 
without a win. Frank Marshall, 
Kennedy’s producing partner 
on “Benjamin Button,” would 
move into second place, going 
zero-for-five on best picture. 
“Obviously, we’ve never won. 
It would be nice to win for this 
one,” Marshall said. “Thirteen 
nominations is also a lucky 
number for us, because I was 
born on Friday the 13th.’Q 
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Judge rules Coleman deposition 
won’t be released

PROVO, Utah - A judge 
has ruled that a videotaped 
deposition of Gary Coleman 
won’t be released to the public 
until a personal injury lawsuit 
against the actor over an 
incident at a Payson bowling 
alley is settled. 

Fourth District Judge Samuel 
McVey said Tuesday that he 
was worried about whether 
there would be a fair trial if 
people in a jury pool had seen 
the video. “I do not want to 
come in here and have the 
whole jury challenged off,” he 
said. Terry Plant, Coleman’s 
attorney, said that if the video 
were released it could spread 
quickly and destroy Coleman. 
The 41-year-old actor starred 
in the “Diff’rent Strokes” TV 
series. 


Dustin Lance, an attorney for 
Colt Rushton, who is suing 
Coleman over the September 
incident in which Coleman 
allegedly hit Rushton with his 
truck, objected to keeping the 
deposition sealed. 

Lance said the likelihood of a 
fair trial is the same whether 
or not the video is released. 
He said the case is already 
known based on media reports 
and contends that Coleman is 
asking for special privileges. 
“We’ve got an uphill battle,” 
Lance said. “This case has 
already been tried in the 
media.” According to court 
documents, Coleman, his 
wife and his bodyguard were 
bowling in Payson in early 
September when Rushton 
took a few photos of Coleman 
with his cell phone camera 
and took another of Coleman’s 
truck in the parking lot. 
Documents say a scuffle 
ensued and Rushton’s cell 
phone was taken away before 
Coleman allegedly ran into 
Rushton with his truck as 
he was backing out of the 
parking lot. Coleman pleaded 
no contest in December to 
a disorderly conduct charge 
stemming from the incident 
and was ordered to pay a 
$100 fine. He also pleaded no 
contest to a reckless driving 
charge, which will be waived 
if he doesn’t have any other 
violations within a year.Q

Some U.S. governors may 
turn down stimulus money

BATON ROUGE, Louisiana (AP)—A handful 
of Republican governors are considering 
turning down some money from the federal 
stimulus package, a move opponents say puts 
conservative ideology ahead of the needs of 
constituents struggling with record foreclosures 
and soaring unemployment. 

Though none has outright rejected the 
money available for education, health care 
and infrastructure, the governors of Texas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Alaska, South Carolina 
and Idaho have all questioned whether the 
$787 billion bill signed into law this week will 
even help the economy. “My concern is there’s 
going to be commitments attached to it that are 
a mile long,” said Texas Gov. Rick Perry, who 
considered rejecting some of the money but 
decided Wednesday to accept it. “We need the 
freedom to pick and choose. And we need the 
freedom to say ‘No thanks.”’ 

U.S. Rep. James Clyburn, the No. 3 House 
Democrat, said the governors — some of whom 
are said to be eyeing White House bids in 2012 
— are putting their own interests first. 

“No community or constituent should be denied 
recovery assistance due to their governor’s 


political ideology or political aspirations,” 
Clyburn, from South Carolina, said Wednesday. 
In fact, governors who reject some of the 
stimulus aid may find themselves overridden 
by their own legislatures because of language 
Clyburn included in the bill that allows state 
lawmakers to accept the federal money even if 
their governors object. 

He inserted the provision based on the early 
and vocal opposition to the stimulus plan by 
South Carolina’s Republican governor, Mark 
Sanford. But it also means governors like 
Sanford and Louisiana’s Bobby Jindal — a 
Republican up-and-comer often mentioned as 
a potential 2012 presidential candidate — can 
burnish their conservative credentials, knowing 
all the while that their legislatures can accept 
the money anyway. 

Jindal said he, like Perry and Mississippi Gov. 
Haley Barbour, is concerned about strings 
attached to the money even though his state 
faces a $1.7 billion budget shortfall next year. 
Barbour spokesman Dan Turner, for example, 
cited concerns that accepting unemployment 
money from the stimulus package would force 
states to pay benefits to people who wouldn’t 
meet state requirements to receive them.

In Idaho, Gov. C.L. “Butch” Otter said 
he wasn’t interested in stimulus money 
that would expand programs and boost 
the state’s costs in future years when the 
federal dollars disappear — a worry also 
cited by Jindal and Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin, 
last year’s Republican vice presidential 
nominee. 

A spokesman said Sanford, the new head 
of the Republican Governors Association, 
is looking at the stimulus bill to figure out 
how much of it he can control. 

“We’re going through a 1,200-page 
bill to determine what our options are,” 
Spokesman Joel Sawyer said. “From there, 
we’ll make decisions.” 

But state Democratic Party chairwoman 
Carol Fowler says Sanford’s hesitation is 
driven by his political ambition rather than 
the best interests of a state that had the 
nation’s third-highest unemployment rate 
in December. 

“He’s so ideological,” Fowler said. “He 
would rather South Carolina do without 


jobs than take that money, and I think he’s 
looking for a way not to take it.” 

Not all Republican governors are reticent 
about using the federal cash. 

Florida Gov. Charlie Crist lobbied for the 
stimulus plan and Georgia Gov. Sonny 
Perdue has embraced it as he looks to close 
a $2.6 billion deficit in the state’s budget 
this year. Alabama Gov. Bob Riley has 
already figured the money into his state’s 
budget. 

Pearson Cross, a political scientist at the 
University of Louisiana at Lafayette, said 
fiscally conservative governors may be 
able to give themselves political cover by 
turning down small portions of the stimulus 
money, like health care dollars requiring a 
state match, that they might not fully use 
anyway. But in the end, he said, they will 
likely take most of the available money 
because their states need it so badly. 
“Ideology usually takes second place for 
governors,” he said. “And that’s going to 
mean that most governors are going to go 
ahead and take the money even though they 
have misgivings about it.’Q

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U.S. tabloid cartoon appears to link Obama to chimp

NEW YORK (AP) — A 
tabloid newspaper cartoon 
that appears to link President 
Barack Obama to a violent 
chimpanzee drew outrage 
Wednesday from civil rights 
leaders and elected officials 
who said it echoed racist 
stereotypes of blacks as 
monkeys. 

The New York Post cartoon 
by Sean Delonas shows a dead 
chimp and two police officers, 
one with a smoking gun. The 
caption reads, “They’ll have 
to find someone else to write 
the next stimulus bill.” 

The Rupert Murdoch-owned 
tabloid’s cartoon refers to 
Travis the chimp, who was 
shot to death by police in 
Connecticut on Monday 
after it mauled a friend of its 
owner. Obama, the first black 
U.S. president, signed his 
administration’s economic 
stimulus plan on Tuesday. 
White House Press Secretary 
Robert Gibbs declined to 
comment on the cartoon 
Wednesday. “I have not 
seen the cartoon,” he told 
reporters aboard Air Force 
One as Obama returned to 
Washington from Arizona, 
where he announced his plan 
to deal with the foreclosure 
crisis. “But I don’t think 
it’s altogether newsworthy 
reading the New York Post.” 
Critics called the cartoon 
racist and said it trivialized 
a tragedy in which a woman 
was disfigured and a 
chimpanzee killed. 

“How could The Post let this 
cartoon pass as satire?” said 
Barbara Ciara, president of 
the National Association 
of Black Journalists. “To 
compare the nation’s 
first African-American 
commander in chief to a dead 
chimpanzee is nothing short 
of racist drivel.” 


Civil rights leader the Rev. A1 
Sharpton called the cartoon 
“troubling at best given the 
historic racist attacks of 
African-Americans as being 
synonymous with monkeys.” 
He planned to picket the Post 
on Thursday along with City 
Councilman Charles Barron, 
the Rev. Herbert Daughtry 
and others. Other protesters 
planned to target the building 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Col Allan, editor-in-chief of 
the Post, defended the work. 
“The cartoon is a clear parody 
of a current news event, to 
wit the shooting of a violent 
chimpanzee in Connecticut. It 
broadly mocks Washington’s 
efforts to revive the economy. 
Again, A1 Sharpton reveals 
himself as nothing more than 
a publicity opportunist.” 

The cartoon drew hundreds 
of comments on the Internet 
and on the liberal Huffington 
Post Web site, where reporter 
Sam Stein wrote: “At its 
most benign, the cartoon 
suggests that the stimulus bill 
was so bad, monkeys may as 
well have written it. Most 
provocatively, it compares the 
president to a rabid chimp.” 


Many urged a boycott of 
the Post and the companies 
that advertise with it. Others 
denounced what they called 
the paper’s Republican slant. 
It is not the first time that 
Delonas, the longtime 


cartoonist for the Post’s Page 
Six, has raised eyebrows with 
a heavy-handed caricature. An 
earlier Delonas cartoon made 
fun of Paul McCartney’s ex- 
wife Heather Mills for having 
only one leg, and another

month, an enormous Jessica 
Simpson dumps boyfriend

WASHINGTON (AP) A 
Democratic-proposed “truth 
commission” to investigate 
the Bush administration is 
generating more partisanship in 
a Congress already filled with 
it. 

Republicans are almost 
universally opposed, and 
President Barack Obama does 
not appear to be enthralled with 
the idea either, saying at his first 
prime-time news conference he 
would consider the proposal 
but wants to look forward, not 
backward. 

Sponsors said the commission 
could investigate who — in the 
ex-president’s inner circle — 
drove the harsh interrogations 
and warrantless surveillance 
programs, and probe White 
House involvement in 
politically motivated hirings 
and firings in Bush’s Justice 
Department. 

There is more to learn, since 
the Bush administration has 
kept many documents on these 
subjects secret and ordered 
three former White House 
officials not to testify before 
Congress. But Obama’s Justice 
Department also is resisting 
pressure to release those 


documents. 

If Democrats in Congress 
proceed, it would be one more 
bruising political debate in 
a Congress that’s had plenty 
of them since convening last 
month. 

Party splits dominated debates 
over an economic stimulus 


package and equal pay for 
women, and were prominent in 
the confirmations of Attorney 
General Eric Holder and 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner, the decision by former 
Senate Majority Leader Tom 
Daschle to pull his nomination 
to be Health and Human 


Services secretary, and a health 
insurance bill to cover more 
children. 

The most outspoken champions 
of a commission to investigate 
the Bush administration are 
Sen. Patrick Leahy of Vermont 
and Rep. John Conyers of 
Michigan, chairmen of the

Senate and House Judiciary 
committees. Both lawmakers 
plan to proceed, despite 
Obama’s comment. 
“Investigations are not a 
matter of payback or political 
revenge,” said Conyers. 

“It is our responsibility to 
examine what has occurred 
and to set an appropriate 
baseline of conduct for future 
administrations.” 

There’s “an oversight 
responsibility that has to be 
carried out,” Leahy said, adding 
that he wants to discuss the idea 
further with Obama. 

Obama stopped short of 
quashing the idea, saying 
he would look at Leahy’s 
proposal. 

“Nobody’s above the law and 
if there are clear instances 
of wrongdoing, then people 
should be prosecuted just like 
any ordinary citizen,” he said. 
“But ... generally speaking, 
I’m more interested in looking 
forward than I am in looking 
back.” 

Leahy, who came up with the 
“truth commission” label, 
and Conyers — who already 
introduced a bill for a “blue 
ribbon” panel, contended an 
investigative body outside 
Congress would take the 
investigation away from 
politics. Republicans countered 
it would do exactly the opposite 
— and have the votes to kill it 
in the Senate with a filibuster to 
block it from coming up for a 
vote. 

Why do Democrats need a 
commission to get information 
from a Justice Department 
now run by their own party, 
asked Sen. Arlen Specter 
of Pennsylvania, the senior 
Republican on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

“You just have to walk in and 
ask where the file cabinets are,” 
Specter said in an interview. 
Specter is anything but a 
doctrinaire Republican. He 
was one of three Senate 
Republicans who supported the 
Democratic economic stimulus 
plan. He supported Holder’s 
confirmation. He voted for the 
Democratic children’s health 
care bill. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham, a South 
Carolina Republican who also 
voted for Holder, called the 
“truth commission” suggestion 
“this left-driven desire to 
prosecute people” over Bush’s 
anti-terrorism policies.Q

The award amounts to $3 
million in compensatory 
damages and $5 million in 
punitive damages against 
Richmond, Virginia-based 
Philip Morris USA, a unit 
of Altria Group Inc. Hess’s 
attorneys sought up to $130 
million. “It wasn’t about the 
money from the beginning,” 
Hess said after the verdict. 
“It was about doing the right 
thing. I just really hope this 
can help all the thousands 
of families who have also 
suffered.” The Hess case was 
the first to go to trial since 
the Florida Supreme Court in 
2006 voided a $145 billion 
class-action jury award in the 
so-called Engle case, by far 
the highest punitive damage 
award in U.S. history. The 
court said each smoker’s case 
had to be decided individually 
on its merits, but let stand that 
jury’s findings that tobacco 
companies knowingly sold 
dangerous products and hid 
risks from the public. 

To be included in those 
findings, smokers or their 
families had to file individual 
lawsuits by Jan. 11, 2008. 
Altria, the Philip Morris parent, 
issued a statement calling 


the Florida legal procedure 
“profoundly flawed” and 
predicted the damage awards 
would be reduced or thrown 
out on appeal. 

“We plan to challenge the 
verdict in the trial court and, 
if necessary, on appeal,” said 
Murray Garnick, an Altria 
Client Services vice president 
and associate general counsel. 
“We do not believe today’s 
verdict is predictive of the 
outcome of future cases.” 

The Hess trial, which began 
Feb. 3, included video of 
the widely discredited 1994 
testimony before Congress in 
which top executives of the 
major tobacco companies, 
including Philip Morris, 
denied that smoking was 
addictive. The jury in the Hess 
case previously found that 
Stuart Hess was hopelessly 
addicted, even as Philip Morris 
attorneys pointed to evidence 
he was capable of quitting. 

The jury did find that Hess 
was 58 percent responsible for 
the cigarette addiction that led 
to his death. If Philip Morris 
prevails on appeal, that could 
cut the compensatory damage 
award from $3 million to 
about $1.3 million. 

The jurors declined comment 
after the verdict. The Hess

Pope to U.S. Speaker Pelosi: Reject abortion support

VATICAN CITY (AP ) 
— Pope Benedict XVI has 
received Nancy Pelosi, 
one of the most prominent 
abortion rights politicians 
in America, and told her that 
Catholic politicians have a 
duty to protect life “at all 
stages of its development.” 
The U.S. House speaker, 
a Catholic, was the first 
top Democrat to meet 
with Benedict since the 
election of Barack Obama, 
who won a majority of the 
U.S. Catholic vote despite 
differences with the Vatican 
on abortion. 

On his fourth day in 
office last month, Obama 
ended a ban on funds 
for international groups 
that perform abortions 
or provide information 
on the option — a sharp 
policy change from former 
President George W. Bush’s 
Republican administration. 
The Vatican’s attempts 
to keep the Pelosi visit 
Wednesday low-profile 
displayed its obvious 
unease with the new 
U.S. administration. 

Benedict and Bush had 
found common ground in 
opposing abortion, an issue 
that drew them together 
despite their differences 
over the war in Iraq. 
Wednesday’s meeting, in 
a small room off a Vatican 
auditorium after the pope’s 
weekly public audience, 
was closed to reporters and 
photographers. 

The Vatican also said — 


contrary to its usual policy 
when the pope meets world 
leaders — that it was not 
issuing either a photo or 
video of the encounter, 
claiming the meeting was 
private. 

A short statement from 
the Vatican said the pope 
“briefly greeted” Pelosi 
and did not mention any 
other subject they may have 
discussed besides abortion. 
In their 15-minute meeting, 
the Vatican said Benedict 
spoke of the church’s 
teaching “on the dignity of 
human life from conception 
to natural death.” 

That is an expression often 
used by the pope when 
expressing opposition to 
abortion. 

Benedict said all Catholics 

— especially legislators, 
jurists and political leaders 

— should work to create “a 
just system of laws capable 


of protecting human life at all 
stages of its development,” 
the Vatican said. 

Pelosi, for her part, did not 
even mention the pope’s 
allusion to abortion. 

In a statement issued by her 
office, Pelosi said it was 
with “great joy” that she 
and her husband Paul met 
with Benedict. 

“In our conversation, I had 
the opportunity to praise 
the Church’s leadership in 
fighting poverty, hunger and 
global warming, as well as 
the Holy Father’s dedication 
to religious freedom and his 
upcoming trip and message 
to Israel,” Pelosi said. 

“I was proud to show His 
Holiness a photograph of 
my family’s papal visit in 
the 1950s, as well as a recent 
picture of our children and 
grandchildren,” said the 
California congresswoman, 
who has often expressed 


pride in her religious 
heritage. 

Pelosi is the third person 
in line in U.S. government, 
after Obama and his vice 
president, Joe Biden. 

The treatment of Pelosi 
echoed the Vatican’s earlier 
treatment of Geraldine 
Ferraro, a Catholic who 
was the Democratic vice 
presidential candidate in 
1984. The Vatican did not 
disguise its irritation at 
Ferraro’s position that she 
opposed abortion but also 
opposed outlawing it. 

Pope John Paul II’s meeting 
with Ferraro in 1985 was 
never officially announced 
and — like the Pelosi 
audience — no photo was 
released. 

While some Vatican 
officials under Benedict 
have been openly critical of 
the Democrats and Obama 
over abortion — former 


St. Louis Archbishop 
Raymond Burke has 
said the Democrats risk 
becoming a “party of death” 
— Benedict has cautiously 
welcomed Obama’s new 
administration. 

Still, a number of bishops 
in the United States have 
questioned Pelosi’s stance 
on abortion, particularly 
her theological defense of 
her support for abortion 
rights. 

The question of how much 
religion should influence 
American politicians came 
to the forefront with the 
1960 election of John F. 
Kennedy, the first Catholic 
to become U.S. president, 
and has continued to this 
day. 

A number of American 
lawmakers who support 
abortion rights attended 
Benedict’s Mass in 
Washington last April, 
including Pelosi and Sen. 
John Kerry, the former 
Democratic presidential 
candidate in 2004. 

During the 2004 campaign, 
several U.S. bishops 
questioned whether Kerry 
should receive Communion 
because of his stand on 
abortion. But no American 
priest or bishop tried to 
deny Kerry Communion. At 
the April 2008 papal Mass, 
Kerry took Communion 
from a priest far from the 
papal altar. 

Pelosi also had meetings 
with Italian leaders 
in the past few days, 
including Premier Silvio 
BerlusconiQ 
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Model Villa & town Home

Hundreds of people lined up 
outside two branches of the 
Bank of Antigua, a Stanford- 
owned institution that has been 
flooded with fearful customers 
since the U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission filed a 
complaint Tuesday accusing 
him of an $8 billion fraud. 
“People have to come to get 
their money,” said Rasta Kente, 
an electrician who joined a line 
that stretched around the comer 
at a downtown bank branch. 
Three security officers allowed 
only a few people to enter at a 
time. 

Many of those waiting clutched 
portable radios to listen to 
financial news. 

Local regulators said the bank’s 
finances are sound and appealed 
for calm. The bank, owned by 
the Stanford Financial Group, 
one of Stanford’s Houston- 
based financial advisory firms, 
was flooded by depositors even 
though it is not part of the U.S. 
complaint. 

“If individuals persist in 
mshing to the bank in a panic 
they will precipitate the very 
situation that we are all trying 
to avoid,” said K. Dwight 
Venner, governor of the Eastern 
Caribbean Central Bank, the 
banking regulator for Antigua 
and seven other islands.

Associated Press 
morning to protect “clients 
and investors,” according to a 
statement from the Colombian 
Superintendency of Finance. 
The brokerage posted the 
equivalent of $3.5 million in 
losses last year, more than any 
of the 39 brokerages licensed to 
trade on Colombia’s exchange, 
and ended 2008 with 21,493 
billion pesos, or $8.6 million, 
in capital, the Superintendency 
said. Stanford does not operate 
a retail bank in Colombia. 
Regulators in Panama took 
over branches of Stanford’s 
unit there following a run 
on deposits Tuesday. The 
Superintendent of Banks said it 
was responding to “an isolated 
event as a consequence of 
decisions adopted by foreign 
authorities,” and said that it 
did not reflect “a deterioration 
in the financial situation of the 
bank in Panama.

Cientos de latinoamericanos 
an vilo por fraude de Stanford 


CARACAS (Reuters) 
Cientos de inversionistas 
en varios paises de America 
Latina entraron en panico el 
miercoles mientras buscaban 
retirar sus ahorros de bancos 
y otras entidades vinculadas al 
Stanford International Bank, 
acusado por Estados Unidos de 
cometer un “fraude masivo”. 
Firmas financieras que operan 
bajo el nombre de Stanford en la 
region emitieron comunicados 
asegurando que funcionan de 
forma autonoma a la matriz, en 
un intento por calmar a clientes 
que temen haber perdido sus 
fondos en momentos en que 
la crisis financiera global ha 
quebrado bancos y barrido 
inversiones. 

Pero la acusacion del regulador 
bursatil estadounidense al 
magnate Allen Stanford y tres 
de sus firmas de haber vendido 
8.000 millones de dolares 
en certificados fraudulentos 
puso en vilo a depositantes e 
inversionistas, que acudieron 
a las oficinas de Stanford con 
la esperanza de llevarse su 
dinero. 

“Escuche lo que estabapasando 
y viene directo para aca. Hemos 
tenido dinero aqui dos anos y 
quiero que me lo devuelvan”, 
dijo Josefina Moreno, quien 
explico que junto a su hijo 
tienen invertido unos 10.000 
dolares, mientras esperaba 
en una sede de Stanford en 
Caracas. 

Con sede central en Antigua, 
el grupo opera en Colombia, 
Ecuador, Mexico, Panama, 
Pern y Venezuela en lujosas 
instalaciones ubicadas en 
zonas de clase media y 
alta, donde captaban a sus 


clientes mediante atractivos 
instrumentos de inversion con 
retornos superiores al 8 por 
ciento. 

El caso disparo inmediatamente 
comparaciones con el caso del 
financista Bernard Madoff, 
acusado de una estafa con un 
esquema piramidal que podria 
haber generado perdidas por 
hasta 50.000 millones de 
dolares, la mayor en la historia 
de Wall Street.

El mayor impacto seria para 
inversionistas venezolanos, que 


segun calculos provisionales 
del regulador bancario tendrian 
unos 2.500 millones de dolares 
en fondos depositados en 
la entidad basada en el isla 
caribena. Unas 200 personas 
aguardaron a las puertas de 
la sede de Stanford Group 
Asesores de Inversion en 
Caracas, firma que canaliza 
inversiones en el exterior. 
Un ejecutivo dijo a Reuters 
que todas las cuentas estan 
congeladas, mientras pedia a la 
gente volver a sus hogares para 
esperar mas informacion. 
Tambien en el Stanford Bank 


Venezuela, un pequeno banco 
cuyas operaciones no son 
internacionales y se centran 
en depositos inversiones 
locales, algunos ahorristas 
prefirieron sacar su dinero por 
la incertidumbre en torno a su 
dueno pese a que el regulador 
bancario aseguro que esta 
“sano”. 

Las oficinas de Stanford Fondos 
en Ciudad de Mexico -que 
funciona como distribuidora 
de sociedades de inversion 


mexicanas- estaban cerradas al 
publico y decenas de clientes 
llenaron formularios en espera 
de ser atendidos. 

“No quiero perder nada de mi 
dinero, han sido los ahorros 
de mi vida”, dijo Rosa Maria, 
una pensionada de 69 anos 
que acudio a hacer fila en las 
puertas de la oficina ubicada 
en el lujoso barrio de Polanco, 
luego de que su ejecutivo 
de cuenta no contestara sus 
llamadas. □
